On July 29, Kari Farrell, 16, 
and Danielle Craven, 17, were 
making deliveries for the New 
Boston area Meals-On- Wheels 
program. When they arrived at 
the home of 81-year-old 
DeForest Main of Waltz, Main 
yelled for the girls to come in. 
However, much to their dis- 
may, they found Main lying on 
the floor with his walker tipped 
over. 

Main had fallen around 7 
p.m. the evening before, short- 
ly after his son had left his 
home. Main laid their for near- 
ly 17 hours, reminding himself 
that the girls would be there to 
bring his lunch the next day. 

The girls, who are always 
advised by Site Manager Linda 
Thompson to call 911 and then 
page Thompson in such a situ- 
ation, handled it very well. 
Main had told the girls to run 
and get the neighbor. Working 
as a team, one girl ran next 
door, while the other called 911 
and Thompson. When the 
ambulance arrived, Main was 
taken to Memorial Hospital 
where he was treated for a bro- 
ken shoulder. 

Farrell and Craven started 
working for the Meals-On- 
Wheels Program through the 
National Honor Society 1 
January. Then they decided 
they wanted to volunteer for 
the summer. 

Thompson, who is extreme- 
ly proud of the girls, said, 
“Every time I’ve called them 
[Craven and Farrell] and I’v2 
had to have a Gniver, they’ve 
been here right away.” 

Thompson explained that 
she became involved with the 
Meals-On-Wheels program

four years ago after her mother 
passed away. Thompson said, 
“My mom passed away and 
laid their four four days. And 
after that, I swore that I didn’t 
want to see anybody go 


through why my mom went 
through. And then I found out 
about this program.” 

Thompson revealed the 
importance of this program to 
the elderly. And hot, nutritious 
meals are only one of the many 
needs that this service fulfills. 

“Our kids doing this pro- 
gram is very important to me,” 
Thompson expressed. She said 
she gets many calls from senior 
citizens. And for some of these 
homebound seniors, the girls 
who deliver their meals are the 
only people that the seniors 
ever see. 

Nevertheless, Thompson 
explained, “there are’ a few 
people that have this idea, that 
in this Township, nobody 
needs Meals-On- Wheels 
because of the $200,000 
homes that are going up in the 
community...
